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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  POPULATION  SHIFTS

Since  194-0  huge  masses  of  people  have  migrated  from  the  interior  of 
the  United  States  to  war  industries,  especially  those  located  on  the 
southern  and  western  seaboards.    Important  shifts  in  markets  have 
resulted.    New  ^ork  State  alone  has  lost  over  a  million  customers; 
California  has  gained  a  million.    Rural  counties,  almost  without 
exception,  have  lost  some  of  their  populations  to  war-busy  cities 
such  as  Detroit,  San  Francisco,  Baltimore,  Seattle,  Mobile,  San  Diego, 
fJorfolk,  and  St.  Louis.    The  civilian  population  of  the  country  as  a 
whole  has  declined  by  about  A, 000, 000  or  3.1  percent,  largely  as  a 
result  of  the  growtii  of  the  military  forces. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  distribution  is  still  being  made  on  the  basis 
of  19A0  population  statistics,  hardship  is  resvilting  for  persons  who 
reside  in  newly  congested  areas.    Conversely,  more  than  a  generous 
supply  of  foodstuffs  is  being  provided  for  persons  who  live  in 
deficit  areas  where  markets  a,re  still  good  because  of  increased  income. 
The  rationing  prograia,  with  its  inventory  and  consumer  ration  con- 
trols, is  intended  to  direct  reallocations  of  food  to  new  demand 
markets,  but  without  tne  cooperation  of  processors  and  distributors, 
it  cannot  be  immediately  effective. 

This  analysis  h£i.s  been  prepared  for  marketing  executives  from  a 
report  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  (Series  no,  3),  released 

on  February  1$,  19^4.    For  convenience  in  use,  it  is  arranged 
geographically  by  Census  regions,  with  an  alphabetical  list  of  states 
in  the  front.    Maps  and  bar  ciiarts  at  the  beginning  of  each  region 
show  changes  by  States  and  by  wholesale  grocery  trading  areas  as  de- 
fined by  the  Department  of  Commerce  in  Atlas  of  Vilholesale  Grocery 
Trading  Areas  (193?) .    The  184-  trading  areas  include  all  the  coianties 
in  the  United  States,  and  are  listed  according  to  the  chief  center 
which  supplies  the  area.    Supplementing  the  charts  are  lists  of 
individual  metropolitan  counties  or  groups  of  counties  within  the 
areas  and  selected  single  covinties  which  have  shown  the  most  marked 
changes  since  1940  (all  changes  over  10, 000 j  changes  of  1,000  to 
10,000  if  more  than  -i-lO.O  percent  or  -25.0  percent.

SUI^ARY 

The  Northeastern  Region  as  a  whole  has  lost  5.7  percent  of  its  popula- 
tion since  194-0,  compared  with  a  decline  of  3.1  percent  throughout  the 
United  States.    The  only  state  that  has  increased  is  Connecticut,  with 
the  gains  concentrated, in  the  industrial  cities  of  Hartford  and  Bridgeport. 
Both  rural  and  metropolitan  areas  have  suffered.    The  metropolitan  areas 
of  Portland,  Me.,  Bviffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  have  shown  slight 
increases,  but  in  terms  of  trading  areas  (including  surrounding  rural 
counties)  they  have  all  decreased.    Because  of  the  concentration  of  war 
activity  in  the  areas,  Portland  and  i^ewport,  R,  I.,  are  on  the  critical 
list  of  the  President's  Committee  for  Congested  Production  Areas,  but  in 
relation  to  the  population  of  the  area  served,  their  food  problems  have 
not  been  acute.    Outside  of  Connecticut,  the  only  trading  areas  which 
increased  were  northern  New  Jersey  and  Erie,  Pa.,  and  these  only  slightly. 
No  single  county  increased  over  20%,  and  only  Newport,  R.  I.,  increased  as 
much  as  10%,  while  many  decreased  10%  or  more.

SUMMARY 

Several  war-industry  cities  in  the  North  Central  States  have  had  substan- 
tial gains  in  population  since  19i+0»  hut  the  region  as  a  whole  has  lost 
nearly  1,750,000  people.    Michigan  is  the  only  state  to  show  a  gain, 
chiefly  because  of  the  large  increase  in  Detroit  which  has  been  recently 
listed  as  critical  by  the  Conuaittee  for  Congested  Production  Areas. 
Individual  metropolitan  eureas,  such  as  Dayton,  Coluoabus,  Akron,  Canton, 
Evansville,  Indianapolis,  South  Bend  and  Detroit  have  increased  five. to 
fifteen  percent,  -vrtiile  Wichita  jumped  3^  percent*    Tet  when  the  wholesale 
trading  area  is  considered,  as  well  as  the  central  city,  only  Detroit, 
Cincinnati-Dayton,  Sotxth  Bend  and  Cleveland  have  increased,  and  none  of 
these  as  much  as  10  percent;  Wichita  shows  a  slight  decrease.    The  decline 
in  population  in  the  region  has  been  proportionately  more  than  in  the 
country  as  a  whole  {k^3  percent  as  against  3*1  percent).

Although  many  cities  on  the  Gulf  Coast  are  teeming  with  shipbuilding 
and  other  war  activity,  the  South  Central  States  as  a  whole  liave  lost 
nearly  1,4.00,000  people  since  1940.    Not  one  of  the  states  in  the  region 
lias  gained,  but  13  of  the  43  wholesale  trading  areas  have  increased,  in- 
cluding all  but  one  of  the  areas  touching  the  sea  coast  and  some  military 
centers  in  Texas.    Most  of  the  metropolitan  areas  in  the  region  have 
gained,  but  only  Mobile,  Beaumont-Port  Arthur,  Corpus  Christi,  Fort  Worth, 
Galveston  and  San  Antonio  have  increased  more  than  15  percent.  Orange 
and  Moore  Counties,  Texas,  have  more  than  doubled,  and  a  dozen  other 
scattered  counties  have  gained  over  25  percent.    The  President's  Committee 
for  Congested  Production  Areas  has  listed  Mobile,  Pascagoxila,  and  Orange- 
Beaumont  as  especially  critical.    Food  distribution  problems  have  been 
acute  in  such  congested  areas  as  Mobile  and  Orange,  and  will  continue 
Important  because  of  transportation  and  supply  situations.

The  Western  Region  is  the  only  region  that  has  shoma  an  actual  increase  in 
population  since  19^0,    Six  of  the  eleven  states  and  12  of  the  25  trading 
areas  have  increased,  but  the  gains  far  outweigh  the  losses.    The  largest 
gains  have  been  in  the  tnetropolitan  areas  of  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  San 
Francisco,  Seattle  and  Portland,  Oregon  —  all  critical  areas  as  listed 
by  the  Committee  for  Congested  Production  Areas.    Sparsely  settled  desert 
counties  with  increases  of  a  few  thousand,  suoh  as  Mineral  County,  Nevada, 
show  tremendous  percentage  gains.    The  interior  Mountain  States  show  con- 
sistently large  losses.    People  have  gone  to  the  West  Coast  not  only  from 
neighboring  states  but  from  all  over  the  ooxantryi  the  three  Pacific  States 
have  gained  ten  tiaes  as  many  people  as  the  neighboring  Mountain  States 
have  lost.    It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  8.5  peroent  regional  in- 
crease is  in  the  face  of  a  3*1  percent  national  decline.
